Later those having bought 
tickets from me‘call to learn the re- 
sults and Ii rive the winnlugs to the 
successful ones.

Mackey of New York; Assistant Clerk 
Thomas J. Leonard of the House and 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. He had walt- 
ed to ask the promoters whether they 
would abandon their project as a re 
sult of the hearing. and received a de- 
cided negative in reply. 

“We have brought a man to St. Louis 
all the way from New York to this 
hearing to talk finances to this commit- 
tee, and we have been prevented by a 
lot of hoodlums from telling the com- 
mittee anything of our plans,’’ Thomas 
M. Jenkins said to Chairman Gazzolo 
after the property owners had departed.

We 
do not consider that the sentiments ex- 
pressed by these 500 Interested property 
owners are the sentiments of the peo- 
ple Of St. Louts.”’

Burrell’s Statement Denied. 
BOSTON, Mass., Nov. 14, 1906. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

A New York dispatch in your paper of 
Monday, Nov. 12, affirmed that simul- 
taneously in the New York and Brook- 
lyn papers of Saturday afternoon, a 
statement appeared to the effect that @ 
concerted effort against Christian Science 
was being made by a committee of 
clergymen. In connection with this al- 
legation, the Rev. Dr. Joseph Dunn 
Burrell, pastor of the Rawson Avenue 
Presbyterian Church of Brooklyn, 1s 
credited with saying: 

“We are of the opinion that it is a 
deliberate attempt at back-biting on the 
part of the Publication Committee of 
the Christian Science Church.’ 

Since three days have elapsed and Mr. 
Burrell hag not denied this declaration, 
we must assume that he jis correctly re- 
ported, or that he Is wiifing to have the 
public believe that he is correctly re- 
ported. We therefore extend to- him 
an invitation to produce his evidence to 
the effect that the Publication Commit- 
tee had anything whatever to do with 
the publication of a report that clergy- 
men were about to enter into a con- 
certed effort against Christian Science, 
or that the Publication Committee of 
the Christian Science Church or any 
other Christian Scientist had any part 
in the institution or publication of suoh 
rumors. Furthermore, we sitively 
deny that Christian Scientists had any- 
thing to do with these rumors. 

Moreover, we do not believe that there 
is in existence any such concerted ef- 
fort as is reported. We believe that 
clergymen, as a rule, are not engaged 
in a war against Christian Science, nor 
have they any desire to be engaged in 
such a war. They are all well aware 
that Christian Science is accomplianing 
much in the reformation of sinnerg anc 
the healing of the sick, and that the 
Rev. Mary Baker G. Eddy has contrib- 
uted more toward the well-being of 
mankind in the past 40 years than any 
other religious leader of any other age 
has been able to do in the same length 
of time. Ministers of the gospel are 80 
occupied In taking care of their own 
gardens that they have very little time 
to spend in attending te the well-at- 
tended gardens of their neighbors.

GERMAN engineer claims to_have 

discovered an efficient method of 

preventing the violent motion of a 
ship at sea, The invention consists of 
a kind of turbine fitted vertically to the 
ship’s keel. When set in motion. the 
turbine counteracts the ship's tendency 
to roll from side to side. An old tor- 
pedo boat was fitted with the apparatus 
for a trial trip in rough weather off the 
mouth of the Elbe. The ship rolled to 
the extent of nine degrees, but after 
the turbine was set in motion she only 
rolled one degree. The result was at- 
tained without any reduction of sea- 
worthiness and the ship’s buoyancy was 
unaffected. 

Since 1°78 to the present time nearly 
every year has seen a continfled and 
steady decline in the amount of rainfall 
in Ecuador.

By far the greatest family of foot- 
ball players were the well-known Poe 
boys, who brought honors to Princeton 
for many years. This great Nassau re- 
cruiting field was the family of John 
P. Poe of Baltimore, who himself grad- 
uated from Princeton in 1854 and was a 





powerful athlete. Descendants of the 
poet Edgar Allan Poem the six boys 
thus inherited a rare combination of 
physical prowess, dash, daring and wit 
which enable them to make football 
history. 

S. Johnson Poe, the oldest of the boys, 
played his game for the Tigers in 1882 
and 1883, was a brilliant open field run- 
ner and started the pace for spectacular 
playing that his younger brothers kept 
up. He was a fast man and knew his 
game and attracted attention by his 
remarkable physical capacity and skilJ 
in the fine points of the game. 

Edgar Poe Was Light. 

Edgar Alian Poe, second to appear on 
the Princeton fleld, was the finest light- 
weight player of his day. He played 
in ‘89 and ®. He was sub quarter 
in ‘89 and got his chance in the Harvard 
game, when an injury to ‘Snake’ Ames 
put him into the game and acting cap- 
taincy. How he took the team in the 
second half that year and. changed the 
score from Harvard 15, Princeton 14, to 
Princeton 41, Harvard 15 never will be 
forgotten by Tiger pigskin enthusiasts. 
“Peter” Poe, as they claim him, turned 
out to be the best general of the times 
and his advice still is sought for by 
the Tiger elevens of today. 

Joe P. Poe Jr. was the third of the 
great sextet. He played football at 138, 
but he was a brililant enough dodger 
and tackler to be the star of the orange 
and black elevens of ‘91 and ’92. ‘‘John- 
nie the Coach,’ as he was nicknamed, 
was a La La La Willie at the flying 
tackle game, on which the whole Poe 
buneh was strong. He could make a 
running dive 15 feet and land his man, 
and the momentum he gained thi way 
made a dead stop as as a 200- 
pounds linesinan. Johnnie Poe had one 
of the best heads in the family and 
was a strong advocate of abundant fun- 
damental practice.

FAIRY STORIES HIS 
FAREWELL WORDS 


Baker Shot Himself After En- 
tertaining His Children 
With Strange Tales, 








HELD EACH ON HIS KNEE 





Went to Bakery and 
Ended Life, 


After telling fairy stories to his four 
young children for hours Thursday 
night, Charles Weegnann, a baker, 49 
years old, living at 2765 Park avenue, 
Shot hiW®self.in the heart. He was 
dead when members of his family 
reached his side. , 

For six years Weegnann had been 
under the care of a physician for heart 
and stomach trouble. Two weeks ago 
he told his brother-in-law, George 
Windsor, that he felt his life ebbing 
away, and that if he did not get bet- 
ter, soon he was going to shoot him- 
self. This remark was made in the 
presence of members of his family, 
but they did not regard it seriously. 

His mind seemed to wander Thurs- 
day evening, but after -a time he ap- 
peared to be rational. “ 

Gathering his children arounk him 
he took them one at a time on his 
Knee and told them fairy stories. The 
children are all young and they were 
delighted with the stories. Never be- 
fore had their father shown them such 
attention. He saw them prepared for 
bed, and one after another, tumble in- 
to bed and fall asleep. 

The living rooms are in the rear of 
the bakery. Weegnann returned to 
the bakery after bidding his wife 
goodnight, and remained there alone 
until midnight. A few minutes after 
12 o’clock (Mrs. Weegnann heard a 
shot fired and a pistol drop. She. ran 
into the bakery and found her hus- 
band lying dead on the floor.

ARKANSAS CITY, Kan., Nov. 23.—In 
attempting to rob the St. Charles Hotel 
early today, two masked men shot and 
instantly Killed the night clerk, William 
Gaff of Albion, Ind., and wounded S. 
A. Halpin, a member of the ‘Parsifal”’ 
company, which showed here last nignt. 
Hie died a few hours later. The robvers 
Sot no booty and ran out of the hotel 
and escaped, 

‘There were four men in 
when the robbers entered. 
was sitting on a table near 
door, reading a magazine. 

Halpin and L. 8S. McKee, gnother 
member of the Parsifal Company, were 
sitting by the stove, while Prof. Garce- 
lon of Wichita was reading in a chair 
near by. The robbers entered from tne 
main street, drawing revolvers and 
commanded the men to throw up their 
hands. Before they had time to comply 
with the command Gaff and Halpin we.e 
shot. The other two escaped from the 
Oltfice by running through a back door 
just as the .shooting began. 

McKee, as he left the room, threw 
about $3 in: change on the hotel desk. 
This was picked up by the robbers, who, 
without attempting to rob the money 
drawer behind the desk, escaped through 
the same door they entered. 

In getting out they had to push aside 
the body of Gaff, who had fallen across 
the doorway. Halpin was a well-known 
actor. His home is in New York City. 

Robberies in Arkansas City have been 
frequent lately and the shooting of 
Constable J. J. Breen a week ago in- 
flamed the public mind. Today a posse 
was organized, of which some,of the 
foremost business men are members, to 
search the neighborhood. 

After leaving the hotel office the rob- 
bers ran toward the Santa Fe yards. 
All trains were watched and all the 
neighboring towns have been notified. 
The survivors among the men in the 
office were unable to give a good des- 
cription of the robbers. They evidently 
were amateurs. 


THIRTY-TWO LOS!
